TAXES AND SALES 

Whenever It is proposed to tax a 
certain TndusTry — tIiose engaged 'in it 
enter vigorous protest upon the ground 
that they ennnot afford to hear it, and 
that if passed to the consumer it 
would retard the sale of the product. 
The tobacco manufacturers have led 
many of the growers to believe that 
a tobacco tux in Kentucky would so 
reduce consumption that there would 
not be market enough left to buy the 
crop from the Kentucky growers. If 
that contention were true, why have 
not gasoline taxes acted as a deterrent 
to the sale of gasoline? These taxes 
have gone up periodically in Kentucky 
and in other states, and they have been 
Invariably accompanied by increased, 
rather than decreased, consumption. 
Kentucky now has a six cents gasoline 
tax, und sales are twice as high as 
they were when the tax was three 
cents. The News, of course, does not 
menu that higher prices for gasoline 
Induce Its sale, lit it Is demonstrably 
true that they do not retard It. The 
gasoline sales chart in Kentucky has 
always followed the general economic 
condition of the consumer rather than 
the amount, of the tax, which, in the 
tiuul analysis, usually determines the 
cost per gallon to the consumer. 

Few people, upon reflection, will 
believe that a cigar smoker would re¬ 
duce his daily Quota from three to two 
cigars a day because a one cent tax 
lias been added to his ten cent pur¬ 
chase. His tobacco appetite is not con¬ 
trolled by thrift, because If it was he 
would not smoke at all. 

We recall that some of the oil com¬ 
panies in Kentucky started out by op¬ 
posing gasoline taxes. They were real¬ 
ly standing in their own light, as the 
money from the taxi's went to build 
roads, which meant more travel, and 
therefore more consumption of gaso¬ 
line. The tax, in this Instance, greatly 
helped, rather than Injured, their busi¬ 
ness. The analogy is not perfect, be¬ 
cause we cannot see where a tobacco 
tux would aid the tobacco industry, 
but certainly the lesson of the gasoline 
tax shows It would not injure it.— 
Elizabethtown News.

The American Bankers' association 
at their session at Chicago last week 
attempted to rewrite the net in such 
a way ns to make it possible for them 
to resume their old practices when 
business conditions have fully recov¬ 
ered.

The law requires the undertaker or

socuro a permit for burial prior to 
any disposition of the body. The per¬ 
mit must bo sigued at the time of 
burial by tho sexton or person in 
charge of tlm burying ground and re¬ 
turned to the local registrar. 

Failure to tile a certificate of death 
is uu offense subject to a Hue of from 
$20 to $100. 

When a casket Is purchased for tho 
purpose of burying u dead body the 
person making tliut purchuso is re¬ 
quired to filo a complete death cer¬ 
tificate with the nearest registrar.

For example. If the commission con¬ 
siders thut conditions warrant It, an 
order may be Issued causing one car 
rler to transfer some of its equip¬ 
ment to another for use. Of course, 
the user pays a rental, but the com 
mission's order can hnrdly be defeated. 
It can tell u carrier when It has 
enough equipment such as locomo¬ 
tives, or it can say its supply of 
rolling stock Is insufficient and It must 
buy more, and It can and does lay 
down the rules under which It may 
sell bonds or other securities with 
which to obtain fuuds for financing Its 
requirements. 

In addition to all of these, the com¬ 
mission was directed hy the trans- 
j portation act to prepare a plan for 
I consolidation as soon ns possible of 
[ all railroud properties In the United 
States Into u “a limited number of 
[ systems." At the same time, the rail¬ 
roads ure authorized to accomplish 
such consolidations notwithstanding 
j the statutes prohibiting formation of 
| "trusts."

THE PRESIDENT'S JOB 

:- 

I T IS quite appnrent to anyone that 
the Job of being President of the 
United States carries with It some¬ 
thing more than the honor that «t 
taclies to that great office. Those who 
have observed the performances of 
even two or three Individuals In their 
service ns President arrive, I believe, 
at two Irrevocable conclusions re¬ 
specting Presidents. One of them pre¬ 
sents r problem for which I can offer 
no solution. The other constitutes a 
fact that Is a glorification of a nation 
producing such men. 

These convictions nre, first, that the 
office' of President of our nation ls a 
burden too great for any one human 
being to bear and, second, that no per¬ 
son ever lias served long ln the office 
without yielding to the guidance of 
some Impelling religious philosophy, 
regardless of the state of mind he had 
when he assumed the duties. 

It was only a comparatively few 
years ago when It was n common eight 
In Washington to see the President 
strolling about the city unattended, 
meeting nnd greeting people. The 
tasks were not so onerous In those 
days. But the duties of the President 
In late years have become so complex, 
the responsibilities so grent, thnt his 
work actually never Is done. And add 
to the worries of the office, this fact: 
he ls never free from criticism, some 
of which ls sincere but much of which 
Is purely for political purposes. 

As the nation has pushed forward 
nnd its government lias expanded, 
1 more nnd rnnre responsibility rests 
with Its Chief Executive. It lma re- 
j suited In n condition wherein the 
Presidency carries with It entirely too 
much work. The fact long hns been 
recognized, but the solution ls not ap¬ 
parent. A President hns Constitu- 
| tlonnl obligations, nnd there ls no was¬ 
hy which he can be relieved of them. 
It is obvious to all that the Treat- 
I dent cannot personally be In touch 
with every activity of the far-flung 
governmental machinery, yet he Is 
held to account for them. He must 
j leave them to others. He hns to he 
| content with attempts to co-ordinate 
j the whole and determine general poli- 
[ cies. In an organization of some 700, 

[ 000 persons, It Is not difficult to see 
how unwise decisions inny be reached 
I by various subordinates, and In our 
two-party system' of government, the 
1 “ 01lt8 " overlook no umTortunlty to can- 
j ttnllze themTStnkes of the "Ins." And 
| so it goes. An error or an unwise de- 
j clslon or n piece of malfeasance be¬ 
comes ns a snowball and grows as It 
J rolls. 

The President, therefore, has to be 
concerned with all of the thousands of 
activities, nnd assume responsibility 
for results without being able nt the 
j same time.to supervise them except ln- 
I directly. Nor ls there ever any short- 
| nge of critics nnd agitators to call at¬ 
tention to the vulnerable spots. 

There nre close advisers to the 
President, of course. He tins his cab¬ 
inet, hut loyal ns are the cabinet mem¬ 
bers nnd wise and careful as they may 
bp, tho head of tho nation still must 
lend. He must frame the policies re¬ 
lating to International affairs; he must 
think clearly respecting the nation’s 
economic needs, nnd he cnnnnt escape 
the thought that from every word or 
deed of his Hows consequences so far- 
reaching that our nation may be 
plunged Into war or its whole people 
may suffer the privations of “hard 
times.” Even further, from the things 
he says or does may come blasted rep 
utations or unmerited riches. 

Perhaps it Is the constant thought 
of this great responsibility thnt makes 
men consult the depths of the souls 
for the guldnuce thnt they need. It 
is a faetj nevertheless, that whatever 
they have done er whatever their 
source of wisdom nmy have been prior 
to becoming President of the United 
States, their private thoughts during 
their terms of office have shown their 
regard for the truth as It Is Imparted 
In one or another of the religions 
teachings. 

Things of this sort uhmit the Pres¬ 
ident seldom reach the people. It Is 
one of the numerous things which can¬ 
not become known. The President ls 
entitled to some privacy, though he 
gets very little despite all of the effort 
to provide It. My thought always has 
been that the President ought to have 
a lot of sympathy. Everybody is so 
anxious to get a glimpse of him or to 
talk with tdm thnt he ls not given the 
time to have a good hard-boiled 
grouch, however much he may feel 
like It. 

It might be Just us well, therefore, 
that the fond mother who looks upon 
her first-born as u President-to-be 
might change her hope. If she seeks 
happiness for him, It may come 
through the honor that attaches to 
tlie Presidency, hut patriotism does 
not prescribe thut there shall be a 
continual rending of heart strings und 
n searing of souls for all who serve 
their country,

I T TS an obvious fnct thnt tli» adds, 
nnd they nre heavy odd.!, nre ul- 
wnys ngnlnst the passage of the aver¬ 
age piece of legislation Introduced ln 
the house or senate. The reason Is 
that there are actually thousands of 
them. In the ordinary session of con¬ 
gress there will be from 3,000 to 5,000 
bills offered In the senate, and three 
or four times that number presented 
ln the house. The number of bills 
that eventually become law Is quite 
small. 

So the fact thnt a bill receives ap¬ 
proval of the committee to which It 
was referred nnd that It hns been 
given a place on the calendnr of busi¬ 
ness, assures nothing at all Insofar 
ns the average legislative proposal ls 
concerned. There always are certain 
types of bills thnt will receive atten¬ 
tion on the floor of the house and sen¬ 
ate, but they nre negligible In number. 
To be sure, then, thnt tho bill wo 
will discuss can have final action and 
will not find Its way Into a pigeon¬ 
hole of a committee room or be al¬ 
lowed to die on the calendar of busi¬ 
ness with no record of having lived 
at all, let us take the case of the bill 
creating the Reconstruction Finance 
corporation, passed by the last con¬ 
gress. Legislation of that type was 
recommended by the President. No 
sooner hnd congress convened than 
bills of Identical language were !n- 
' traduced In both the house nnd the 
senate. Tills was done to enable rap¬ 
id consideration, since It was recog¬ 
nized thnt tho legislation was urgent¬ 
ly necessary. 

It received consideration In the 
, house after this manner; following the 
committee report, two whole days 
were given over to n general discus¬ 
sion of the legislation. Representa¬ 
tives were allowed considerable time 
each In which to talk about It—and 
other things thnt came Into thetr 
minds. At the end of that "general 
{ debate," the rending of the bill began. 
Although the visitor In the gallery 
could hnrdly make out what was go¬ 
ing on, the rending clerk was read¬ 
ing every line of the bill that was to 
set up n gigantic, federal-owned cor¬ 
poration which could make loans to 
help out banks, railroads, Insurance 
companies, etc., who were sound but 
whoso nssets were tied up as a re¬ 
sult of the depression. Following that 
r"Tlinri flir I'ltHu • , nw?i , ii to wnctitr 
mont,” nnd It was then thnt the honse 
membership Individually began to 
i exert the power thnt reposes In them. 
Eventually, amendments were accept¬ 
ed or rejected until n majority of the 
members were satisfied with the bill, 
er nt least enough of them were sat¬ 
isfied with It to constitute a control¬ 
ling group. A roll call was had nnd 
i he bill was passed. 

Attendants of the house scurried 
around nnd made a "true copy" of 
'lie hill, nnrl one of them carried It 
ever to the north end of the Capitol 
■ here the senate sits. This had to 
-e done while the senate was In ses¬ 
sion. 

Through the smnn routine of com¬ 
mittee procedure In the senate, It went, 
it was reported with a recommondn- 
'Inn thnt It he passed but "with amend 
j meats." for the senate committee had 
other Ideas. The senate voted to give 
the hill Us Immediate attention, and 
debate began, n general tnlkfost. More 
j amendments were proposed nnd some 
of them were m-eepted h.v the senate, 
and In the end the hill ns it came from 
'lie house was Iiiird to recognize iu 
ihe language which the senate passed 
us the shape In which It wanted the 
law to be. 

A senate messenger then had the 
duty of advising the house that tho 
"Reconstruction hill," as It had come 
to be known, had been passed by the 
senate but that It had been amended. 
Of course, the concurrence of the 
house was requested but everybody 
knew thnt the house would not con¬ 
cur Just that way. Instead, the house 
( requested “n conference” with the sen 
ate, and the senate agreed. Each 
house then named live of Its mem 
hers—they always are from the com 
mittee that handled the bill—and ln 
duo time these ten Individuals tried 
to reach an accord on the terms of 
the legislation In n meeting nmpng 
themselves. 

This Is where the greatest game of 
horse trailing in the world has Its be¬ 
ginning. Each house wanted the bill 
the way It was passed, hut each house 
obviously could not lime It thnt way. 
So these ten conferees began swap¬ 
ping. The senate group says, for ex¬ 
ample, we will give up this amend¬ 
ment If the house will give up that 
proposition, nnd they work along, al¬ 
ways behind closed doers for that Is 
the only way possible for them to 
ranch nn agreement The whole affair 
is not unlike the story of the two hoys 
In the cemetery: "You take this oue 
and I'll hike llint one." Except that 
the frightened colored man, who 
ihough! the souls of the departed were 
alng divided. Is absent from the pro- 
i ceilings. 

Ordinarily, these groups of con- 
forees settle things satisfactory to the 
house and senate which in turn agree 
lo the conference report nnd the bill 
goes to the President for Ids slgnn- 
urc. They did ngree in the ease inen- 
iloncd, Imi sometimes they don’t and 
ihey are ordered back Into confer¬ 
ence again und again until nil of the

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A MEItlCAN policy and tradition 
always has been, not only to per¬ 
mit, but to enforce, free and open mn» 
petition. Rightly or wrongly, it hn«» 
been considered that this policy wal 
responsible for the very greatness «4 
our nation, commercially. It socml 
something of a paradox, therefore 
that we should bare such an auto 
crntlc body as the Interstate Com¬ 
merce commission, nn ngency to which 
has been delegated, even directed to 
use, the most dictatorial powers. Ik 
stands almost alono In this respect, 
yet the records reveal very few time* 
when serious or sound criticism ha* 
been leveled at It 

The common conception of the com¬ 
mission Is that It rules the railroads, 
but It goes far beyond that, and thw 
day Is not far distant when Its scop* 
of power will be broadened beyond 
Its present limitations. Congress has 
seen fit to expand Its authority rrora 
time to time, and changing condition* 
lu the transportation field now nrw 
calling for further federal control. 

As the laws now stand, the oomml* 
slon controls all common enrriers en¬ 
gaged In transportation of commodi¬ 
ties or passengers by railroad In In¬ 
terstate operation, transmission fa¬ 
cilities of telephone, telegraph and 
cable companies, express companies^ 
sleeping car companies, terminal fa¬ 
cilities used by Interstate carriers* 
car floats, car ferries, lighters, wnter 
transportation when that is conducted 
by the same company operating n rail- 
rond In Interstate tralllc.

Not so mnny years rrgo it was a 
practice aruong some railroads to givs 
rebates to shippers and to give fries 
passes to private citizens or pubUe? 
officials whore such Individuals mighfi 
be of help to the carriers. These.* 
practices developed real evils, heeanec? 
discrimination among sh.ppcrs hecuTurk 
a common result nnd undue political 
influence resulted from the diitrtliui 
tlon of passes. So .ho eon mission set 
about putting nn end to the Imstucssi 
in cl, based upon commission (iiuiicvgsj 
■nngress ended the condition detiaitC!- 
t.v hy law. 

In those days nisi, certain of th« 
railroads resorted to other tricks to 
iluniu business anil throttle compete- 
tors. The commission has watched 
ihese things through tlm years nnd has 
recommended legislation to congress 
lo curb them. So the “Interstate eom- 
nerce laws” have grown until In these 
lays It Is even Impossible for stock¬ 
holders of one railroad to elect a di¬ 
rector or an official for their rorpoc- 

tion unless the Interstate Commerce 
commission consents. It must he said 
that the commission has no concern 
unless the proposed selection he nn 
Individual holding office In nnnttstsr 
railroad. Then It is yltal'.v concerned, 
because it Is considered that interlock¬ 
ing of directorates is an unwise p©>. 
Icy nnd likely to lead to difficulties ftsr 
one or all of the roads so managed. 
Minority stockholders would be vic¬ 
tims. 

The commission stnrled out with 
live members. In 1900. Its member¬ 
ship was increased to seven, atuY tike 
transportation act of 1920, tho lutes* 
Important piece of rail legislation. In¬ 
creased the membership lo eleven. 
And there Is work for all to do. for th« 
commission not only may investigate 
and hear complaints of parties claim¬ 
ing grievance against railroad rates at- 
servlces or practices, but it hns aa- 
Ihority to institute proceedings ItsetC. 

For example, under a law passed to 
1914, It was made unlawful for any 
Interstate railroad to own, operates, 
lease or have any lutorest In “any coon 
petlng carrier by water.” In the sam* 
law, authority was given the eomrnto- 
slon to determine whnt constituted 
competition. So, It takes little Imag¬ 
ination to discover how far reaching 
this power was, yet tho decisions made- 
under tt have never been challenged to 
court, a recourse allowed d' satisfied 
parties.
